They feel 
not the wrongs to which they are 
subject, because they do not realize 
that they are justly entitled to a fair 
and honest living in this world, but 
think that they must subsist on the 
charity of their employers. These 
conditions plainly demonstrate the ne­ 
cessity of education among the disor­ 
ganized element of labor and bespeak 
the wisdom of the American Federa 
tion of Labor in sending her organiz­ 
ers throughout the country to preach 
and educate the people up to trade 
unionism.

If a Strike Is D eclared, Collieries» Are to

Hnzelton, Pa., Sept. 8 .—The only new 
dev elopments in the strike situation 
here is the unconfirmed rumor which 
has gained circulation that if a strike 
is declared b.v tiie national ex ecutiv e 
board of mine workers all the operat­ 
ors in the region will close their coll­ 
ieries down for an indefinite period 
on Sunday night. 
Operators and su­ 
perintendents, when asked about tin* 
matter, professed entire ignorance of 
the 
alleged 
general 
understanding 
to this effect among the coal interests. 
If such a decision has been reached 
and carried into effect it will be im­ 
possible nex t Monday to tell really 
how many men are in fav or or against 
the inauguration of a strike. 
It can be positiv ely stated that the 
operators will not agree to arbitration. 
A statement prepared with the hope 
of effecting an arbirtation conference 
and av erting a strike in the anthracite 
region has been issued by the district 
oitiocrs of the United Mine Workers of 
America. The statement is as follows:

“ We. the district officers of the Unit­ 
ed Mine Workers of America, of the 
anthracite coal fields of Pennsy lv ania, 
hav ing ex hausted ev ery effort to in­ 
duce the operators to meet us In friend­ 
ly conference for the regulation of a 
fair base of wages for a day ’s work 
and all other points at issue, do hereby 
agree to submit our case In ev ery re­ 
spect to honest arbitration as enjoined 
by the constitution nf our organization, 
as follows: 
“ ‘To use all honorable means to 
maintain peace between ourselv es and 
employ ers, adjusting 
nil 
differences, 
so far as possible, bv arbitration and 
conciliation, that strikes may become 
unnecessary .*

Coal Adv ancing In Europe. 
New York, S<q>t. 8 .—The price of coal 
Is soaring in Europe, and not enough 
ships can be had on this side of the 
ocean to carry cheap coal to supply the 
demand. 
This is adding considerably 
to the operating ex penses of the big 
steamship.companies, 
a s the sw ift lin­ 
ers burn from 4U*0 to 5G0 tons of coal 
dally . 
Coal is worth from $2.50 to $”> 
a ton more in Europe than here. 
As a 
result the liners are carry ing on 
the 
outward v oy age enough coal to take 
them ov er and part of the way back. 
The report from Paris that the big 
companies would reduce the number of 
v oy ages for that reason was ridiculed 
by ail the companies hav ing offices in 
this city . 
Not one would admit that 
the increased cost was enough to make 
a change in schedules. 
The sentiment 
on this point was unanimous. 
The 
agents said: ‘if the price of coal be­ 
comes too great a burden we can carry 
enough from this side to make the 
round trip.. 
We carry almost enough 
now. and only take sufficiently high- 
priced coal to supply the deficiency 
for the westward v oy age.”

Kf a Strike Is D eclared, C ollieries A re to 
He Closed 
Down 
F or an Indefinite 
P eriod—Those W ho Stay a t W ork W ill 
Be P ro tected —Coal (loins Up In E urope. 


Hazelton, Pa., Sept. 8.—The only new 
developments iii the strike situation 
sphere is the unconfirmed rumor which 
has gained circulation that if a strike 
is declared by tile national executive 
board of mine workers all the operat­ 
ors in the region will close their coll­ 
ieries down for an indefinite period 
oil Sunday night. 
Operators and su­ 
perintendents, when asked about the 
matter, professed entire ignorance of 
tile 
alleged 
general 
understanding 
to this effect among the coal interests. 
lf such a decision lias been reached 
and 'carried into effect it will In* im­ 
possible next Monday to tell really 
how many men are iii favor or against 
the inauguration of a strike. 
It can be positively stated that tho 
operators will not agree to arbitration. 
A statement prepared with the hope 
of effecting an ar bibation conference 
and averting a strike in the anthracite 
region has been issued by the district 
officers of the United Mine Workers of 
America. The statement is as follows: 
Miner* In Favor of A rbitration. 
“We, the district officers of the Unit­ 
ed Mine Workers of America, of the 
anthracite coal fields of Pennsylvania, 
having exhausted every effort to in­ 
duce the operators to meet us in friend­ 
ly conference for the regulation of a 
fair base of wages for a day’s work 
and all other points at issue, do hereby 
agree to submit our case In every re­ 
spect to honest arbitration as enjoined 
by tile constitution af our organization, 
as follows:

This is adding considerably 
to tile operating expenses of the big 
steamship, companies, as the swift lin­ 
ers burn from 4<W) to 500 tons of coni 
daily. Coal is worth from $2.50 to $;» 
a ton more in Europe than here. As a 
result the liners are carrying on the 
outward voyage enough coal to take 
them over and part of tho way back. 
The report from Paris that the big 
companies would reduce tho number of 
voyages for that reason was ridiculed 
by ail the companies having offices in 
this city.

and almost destroyed us because of what 
Democracy, in Its lack of 
statesmanship 
and general incapacity, undertook to do for 
the country. 
The truth is that the Democratic party 
has been on 
he wrong side of every great 
question for more (ban GO years. 
Slavery was abolished, the 
Union was 
preserved, the constitution was amended, 
our 
finances v ere 
re-established, specie 
payments were resumed, our credit was re­ 
stored and prosperity was made universal 
by the Republican party, not only without 
the help of the Democratic party, but in 
spite of its bitter and determined oppo­ 
sition. 
In all these great measures, and through 
all these eventful years, the Republican 
party has shown the highest order of states­ 
manship, und a capacity for public affairs 
equal to every emergency. 
It has been 
constructive and aggressive in all its pol­ 
icies and purposes, and by “arduous work 
done” has gained the confidence of the 
country, and led us steadily onward as a 
people, until today we stand at the very 
front of all the nations of the earth. 
According to familiar principles this rec­ 
ord entitles us to preference not only to 
continue approved policies, but also, and 
more particularly, to solve new and diffi­ 
cult problems.

appealed to that body to support Mr. Bryan 
on the ground that if elected he would be 
powerless, because of a Republican senate, 
to secure any legislation th a t'would em­ 
body bls heresies and vagaries. 
Mr. Coch­ 
ran is willing to see Mr. Bryan elected, be­ 
cause he thinks he can not do worse than 
throw the nation into a deadlock, and what 
Mr. Bryan aud Mr. Coekran have thus re­ 
spectively set forth fairly represents the 
differences 
among 
Democrats 
generally. 
Some want Mr. Bryan elected that he may

He said our railroads would 
all be bankrupt, but, instead, they have 
more business than they can handle.

said we would become a hopeless debtor 
nation, owing all the world, and compelled 
to depend on the inouey markets of Europe 
to float our securities, but, instead, we have 
seen foreign nations, including 
England 
herself, selling their bonds 
in American 
markets to American citizens, who are pay­ 
ing for them with American money worth 
IOO cents in gold all over the world. 
He 
said our foreign commerce would languish, 
and the balances of trade would be against 
us, but instead we have never traded so 
much w'ith other nations, and the balances 
of trade in our favor were never so large. 
He drew’ direful pictures of the scarcity of 
money, and told how it wmuld curtail aud 
handicap and embarrass business, but in­ 
stead the volume is steadily increasing and 
the amount per capita is now the largest 
we have ever had. 
He was tilled with dis­ 
tress because of the fate that would befall 
the farmer if lie could not be allowed to 
pay off his mortgages with 50-eent silver 
dollars, and told, with great emotion, how 
the farmer’s farm and his home would be 
sold under tile hammer, but, instead, the 
farmer has shared in the unusual 
pros­ 
perity, and with the good prices commanded 
by his products he has paid off more mort­ 
gages than were ever before cancelled in 
the same length of time. 
The railroads 
can not get cars enough to bandle the corn, 
the wheat and other agricultural products 
that are hunting markets in this aud other 
lands. 
Such illustrations might be multi­ 
plied, but these are sufficient to show’ that 
what the country needed in 1896 was not 
free silver, on top of free trade, as recom­ 
mended by Mr. Bryan, but a protective 
tariff and a gold standard, as recommended 
by President McKinley, and promised by 
the Republican party.

erty taxation to support the g o v ern m en t. 
When we acquired Louisiana aud Florida 
and other lenitory, including Hawaii, it 
was expressly stipulated that the territotf 
should become a part of the United Stew* 
and the inhabitants should be incorporated 
Into the Union, but in the case of Porto 
Rico and the Philippines, it was not so 
stipulated, but on the contrary it was pro- f 
vlded that the civil and political status of 
the inhabitants should be determined bf 
the congress of the United States. 
This i 
was done in recognition of the fact 
but 
the people of these islands were not yet 
fitted to govern themselves or to help gof 
em us. 
The congress therefore legislate 
for Porto Rico unrestrained by treaty stip­ 
ulations.

win In their revolt against Spain.

dent McKinley promises that civil and mu­ 
nicipal government shall be carried on as 
far as practicable by officers chosen from 
the Inhabitants of the Island, and If. in per 
forming this work of civilization, American 
blood should be shed, the position of our 
anti-expansionists would not be enviable. 
T h e i r s ! shot fired against the American 
flag would make domestic opposition to the 
measures of our government overt treason.” 
If It were overt treason for those who 
were opposed to the treaty to oppose the 
policy of suppressing the insurrection be­ 
fore legislating, how are we to character'** 
the action of those who advised ratification 
and now oppose that policy? 
If there has been any imperialism it was 
In accepting our title to the' Philippines, 
and the assertion of our authority and 
power there in the first instance, and all 
that had the approval of Mr. Bryan. 
Since 
this policy was entered upon nothing more 
has been done than to prosecute it with 
vigor. 
If it was right to undertake the 
suppression of the insurrection It surely is 
right to finish the work; and if we are, ac 
cording to Mr. Bryan’s program, to estab­ 
lish a stable government in the Philippine 
islands before we leave there, or establish 
a protectorate, surely we must first end 
the war; and I do not know how the pres 
ident can do more in that behalf than he 
has already done by the amnesty proclama­ 
tion which he has issued, promising par­ 
don to ail who have been engaged in the 
Insurrection who will surrender and re­ 
spect our authority. 
The president has no 
authority to go beyond this. 
Only congress 
can promise independence and abdication, 
and congress has had two years of oppor­ 
tunity to speak, but has re* ased, or at least 
fulled to make any such promise. 
Mr. Bryan recognizes that he would not 
have, as president, any power to promise 
Independence and surrender the country as 
an Inducement to peace, and therefore it la 
that he announces that he w ill convene con­ 
gress In extra session as soon as he Is in­ 
augurated. 
But what would Mr. Bryan do 
if congress, when thus convened, should 
refuse to adopt his recommendation, as he 
knows beforehand the senate at least w-ould 
do? Would he then haul down our flag and 
withdraw our troops any bow, or would he 
go forward with army aud navy, as Pres­ 
ident McKinley is doing, to enforce peace 
and thereafter establish government? 
It 
would uot be possible for him, unless au­ 
thorized by congress, to pursue any other 
policy tfian that which President McKinley 
la pursuing; and it is fortunate for the 
country, if there is the slightest danger 
of his election, that such is the case, for 
that policy ugli stand the test of the sever 
ess analysis. The president has defined that 
policy in his last annual message better 
than any other man can state it. 
He says: 
“The future government of 
the Philip­ 
pines rests with the congress of the United 
States. 
Few graver responsibilities have 
ever been confided to us. If we accept them 
lo a spirit worthy of our race and our tra­ 
ditions. a great 
opportunity comes with 
them. 
The islands lie under the shelter of 
our flag. They ate- ours hr every title of

We fling them, a golden apple of discord, 
among the rival powers, no one of whlck 
would permit atm lier to sloze them amities- 
ti Hied.

The advent of Dewey’s fleet In Ma 
nilla bay, instead of being, as we hope, tile 
dawn of a new day of freedom and pro­ 
gress, will have been the beginning of an 
era of misery and violence worse than any 
that has darkened their unhappy past. The 
suggestion has been made that we could 
renounce our authority over the islands, 
and, giving them independence, could re 
tain a protectorate over them. 
This propo­ 
sition will not be found, I am sure, worthy 
of your serious attention. 
Such an ar 
rangeuieut would involve at the outset a 
cruel breach of faith. 
It would place the 
peaceable and loyal 
majority, who 
ask 
nothing better than to accept our authority. 
at the mercy of the minority of armed in­ 
surgents. 
It would make us responsible foi 
the acts of the insurgent leaders and give 
us no power to control them. 
It would 
charge us with the task of protecting them 
against ea'h other and defending 
them 
against any foreign power with which they 
chose to quarrel. 
In short, it would take 
from the congress of the United States the 
power of declaring war and vest that tre­ 
mendous prerogative In the Tagal leader 
of the hour. 
“ It does Hot seem desirable that I should 
recommend at this time a specific and final 
form of government 
for 
these 
islands. 
When peace shall be restored It will bi 
the duty of congress to construct a plan of 
government 
which 
shall 
establish, 
and 
maintain freedom and order and peace in 
the Philippines.” 


In tho Future. 
This is the language of a statesman. 
It 
Is language befitting the chief magistrate 
of a great nation. 
It shows not a purpose 
to exaggerate ol&ciul power, but u consclen 
tlous desire to faithfully discharge an of­ 
ficial duty. 
It is not the language of a 
man who would destroy the character of 
his government and subvert our popular in­ 
stitutions. but it is the calm, deliberate, 
clear-headed 
aud 
kind-hearted expression 
of a man who is concerned only to pro­ 
mote the best interests of his country. 
The work of establishing civil govern­ 
ment is already far progressed. 
We owe 
it to ourselves, the world, and especially 
the Filipinos to complete it. 
When peace 
reigns and we can act Intelligently Con­ 
gress will legislate and everybody knows, 
including Mr. Bryan, that we shall deal 
most generously and beneficently with that 
people, and that at the earliest moment 
possible we will give them under our flag 
and authority complete self control, and 
the blessings of a republican form of gov­ 
ernment. 
Recent events have demonstrated the ad­ 
vantages of these possessions, and the folly 
that their abandonment woald involve. Had 
we not been In the Philippines we would not 
have headed the column for Peking, but 
being there we were enabled to do a con

For generations the cheeks of Americans 
will mantle with pride as they read of our 
part In that great world work. 
Such work 
Is not ended. 
The slow processes of time 
are fast reaching their culmination. Every 
student of history and current events knows 
tha* in that far eastern country is located 
the scene of the world's greatest activity 
for years to come. 
Our presence there Is most fortunate, not 
alone for ourselves, but also for the other 
nations. 
We are the one conservative fore* 
so favored with the confidence and respect 
of other governments that we can restrain 
and guide to just results the great t/ansi- 
tions that are impending. 
We have the 
post of honor in the onward march of .he 
world. 
To hold It involves responsibility 
and duty: to abandon it, shame and bu 
initiation. 
We cannot recede; we must go forward 
We have the strength of a giant and the 
opportunity of the centuries.

leader, gave out a statem ent published in 
all the papers, In which he said: 
“ I believe in holding whatever we have 
gained by annexation, purchase 
or 
war. 
* * 
* lf the great country west of the 
Rocky mountains were filled with wild Iii 
dians. how long would It take us to sup 
press them and make them respect our laws 
and constitution. 
The same tiling applies 
to the Filipinos, and any other country that 
may fall into our hands by the providence 
of peace or war.” 
Other quotations from leading Democratic 
newspapers and Democratic leaders might 
be made to the same effect, almost without 
number. 
Rut these are enough to show 
that our Democratic friends not only joined 
us in ratifying the treaty and acquiring the 
Philippines, and assuming the responsibil­ 
ity of government there, but also advised 
the president to adopt and pursue in the 
discharge of Ids duties precisely the policy 
(or which they now arraign him, except 
►lily that the policies of “exterm ination,” 
“renegade Apaches” and "wild Indians,” 
which tney advised, were far more bloody 
and Imperialistic than the policy of the 
president. 
Why this change? 
It is easily ordained. 
They spoke as patriots then; *n«v speak 
is partisans now. 
Their Inconsistency is 
so manifest that Mr. Bryan seeks to justify 
h^nself for advising a ratification of the 
treaty and now condemning the president’s 
policy, on the ground that he expected the 
president, as soon as the treaty was rati­ 
fied to announce to Aguinaldo and his fol­ 
lowers, notwithstanding they were In arms 
against us, taal lie proposed as soon as 
fie had established a stable government, to 
give them their Independence 
under an 
American protectorate. 
Mr. Bryan forgets. 
He could net have expected any such thing; 
because, iti the first place, war with the 
Filipinos had already commenced before the 
treaty was ratified, and every ait of the 
president was a declaration that until th. 
insurrection was ended no!bing else was in 
arder, and. in the second place, Mr. Bryan 
was aware that the president had already, 
in the hope of avoiding any clash with the 
Filipinos, announced his policy by a pro- 
jlaniatlon promulgated by 
i-*uerai Otis in 
the previous December. 
This proclamation set forth a liberal a^d 
generous plan of government, and declared 
that our flag and authority would be up­ 
held throughout the I * Ii Ilppiae is.ands un 
til congress would have upper unity to leg­ 
islate. 
This explicit declaration was not 
only made by it, but met the approval of 
Democrats, as w» ll as Republicans. 
The New York Journal said of It; 
‘‘President McKinley’s 
proclamation to 
the people of the Philippines, through Gen 
eral Otis, ought to secure the hearty co­ 
operation in our work of regeneration. 
Tho 
president promises thorn all they hoped to 
win In their revolt against Spain. 
Presi­ 
dent McKinley promises that civil and mu­ 
nicipal government shall be carried on as 
far as practicable by officers chosen from 
tho inhabitants of the island, and if, in per 
forming this work of civilization, American 
blood should be shed, the position of our 
anti-expansionists would not lie enviable. 
The Ti rat shot fired against the American 
Hag would make domes!ic opposition to the 
measures of our government overt treason.” 
If It were overt treason for those who 
were opposMl to the treaty to oppose the 
policy of suppressing the insurrection be­ 
fore legislating, how are we to characterize 
the action of those who advised ratification 
and now oppose that policy? 
If there lias been any imperialism it was 
in accepting our title to the' Philippines, 
and tile assertion of our authority and 
power there in the first instance, and all 
that had the approval of Mr. Bryan. 
Since 
this policy was entered upon nothing more 
has been done than to prosecute it with 
vigor. 
If it was right to undertake the 
suppression of the insurrection it surely is 
right to finish the work; and if we are, ac 
cording to Mr. Bryan’s program, to estab­ 
lish a stable government in the Philippine 
islands before we leave there, or establish 
a protectorate, surely we must first end 
the war; and I do not know how the pres 
ident can do more in that behalf than he 
has already done by the amnesty proclama­ 
tion which he has issued, promising par­ 
don to ail who have been engaged in the 
Insurrection who will surrender and re­ 
spect our authority. 
The president has no 
authority to go beyond tlris. 
Only congress 
can promise independence and abdication, 
and congress has had two years of oppor­ 
tunity to speak, but has reu se d , or at least 
fulled to make any such promise. 
Mr. Bryan recognizes that he would not 
have, as president, any power to promise 
independence and surrender the country as 
an Inducement to peace, and therefore it Is 
that he announces that he will convene con­ 
gress In extra session as soon as he is in­ 
augurated. 
But what would Mr. Bryan do 
lf congress, when thus convened, should 
refuse to adopt his recommendation, as he 
knows beforehand the senate at least would 
do? 
Would he then haul down our flag arid 
withdraw our troops any bow, or would he 
go forward with army aud navy, as Pres­ 
ident McKinley is doing, to enforce peace 
and thereafter establish government? 
It 
would not be possible for him, unless nu 
thorlzed by congress, to pursue any other 
policy tfian that which President McKinley 
Ls pursuing; and it is fortunate for the 
country, if there is the slightest danger 
of his election, that such is the case, for 
that policy v/ill stand the test of the sever 
ess analysis. The president has defined that 
policy in his last annual message better 
than any oilier man can state it. 
He says: 
“ The future government of 
tho Philip­ 
pines rests with the congress of the United 
States. 
Few graver responsibilities have 
ever been confided to us. If we accept them 
In a spirit worthy of our race and our tra 
ditions. a great 
opportunity comes with 
them. 
The islands lie under the shelter of 
our flag. 
Tiiej JUT- ours by every title of

taw and equity. 'I'Hey can not be abandoned 
If We desert 
them 
we 
leave 
thole 
at 
once to anarchy and finally to barbarism. 
We fling ilium, a golden apple of discord, 
a . OI',' the ■ Iv:iI powers, no one of whUk 
would penult anc her to sleze them unques­ 
tioned 
Their lieu plains aud valleys would

lilt* seem* of endless strife and blood 
shed. 
The advent of Dewey’s fleet In Ma 
n i I la bay. Instead of being, as we hope, tin 
dawn of a new day of freedom and pro 
gross, will have been the beginning of an 
era of misery and violence worse than any 
that has darkened their unhappy past. The 
suggestion has been made that we could 
renounce our authority over the islands, 
and, giving them Independence, could re 
tain a protectorate over them. 
This propo­ 
sition will not be found. I ain sure, worthy 
of your serious attent iou. 
Such nu ar 
rangeinent would involve at tho outset a 
cruel breach of faith. 
It would place the 
peaceable and loyal 
majority, who 
ask 
nothing better than to accept our authority. 
at the mercy of the minority of armed Iii 
Burgouts, 
it would make us responsible fbi 
the acts of the insurgent leaders aud give 
us un power to control them. 
It would 
charge us with tin* task of protecting them 
against e n 'ii other and defending 
them 
against any foreign power with w’hlch they 
chose to quarrel. 
Iii short, it would takf 
from the congress of the United States the 
power of declaring war and vest that tre­ 
mendous prerogative in the Tagal leader 
of the hour. 
‘‘It does uot seem desirable that I should 
recommend at this time a specific and final 
form of government 
for 
these 
Islands. 
When peace shall be restored it will bi 
the duty of congress to construct a plan of 
government 
which 
shall 
establish- 
and 
m aintain freedom and order and peace In 
the Philippines.” 
In th * F u tu r e . 
This is the language of a statesm an, 
it 
is language befitting the chief magistrate 
of a great nation. 
It shows not a purpose 
to exaggerate ollleiul power, but a conscien 
tiotis desire to faithfully discharge an of­ 
ficial duty. 
It is not the language of a 
man who would destroy the character of 
his government and subvert our popular In­ 
stitutions, but it Is th** calm, deliberate, 
clear-headed 
and 
kind-hearted expression 
of a man who is concerned only to pro­ 
mote the best interests of his country. 
The work of establishing civil govern­ 
ment is already far progressed. 
We owe 
it to ourselves, the world, and especially 
the Filipinos to complete it. 
When peace 
reigns and we can act 
Intelligently 
Con­ 
gress will legislate and everybody knows, 
Including Mr. Bryan, th at we 
shall 
deal 
most generously and beneficently with that 
people, ami that at the earliest 
moment 
possible we will give them under our flag 
and authority complete self control, 
and 
the blessings of a republican form of gov­ 
ernment. 
Recent events have dem onstrated the ad­ 
vantages of these possessions, and the folly 
that their abandonment would Involve. Had 
we not been in the Philippines we would not 
have headed the column for Fcking, but 
being there we were enabled to do a con 
spicuous 
service 
for 
all 
the 
civilized 
powers. 
For generations the cheeks of Americans 
will mantle with pride as they read of our 
part in th at great world work. 
Such work 
is not ended. 
The slow processes of time 
are fast reaching their culmination. Every 
student of history and current events knows 
tha* In that far eastern country is located 
the scene of the world’s greatest activity 
for years to come. 
Our presence there is most fortunate, not 
alone for ourselves, but also for the other 
nations. 
We are th** one conservative fore* 
so favored with the confidence anil respect 
of other governments that we can restrain 
and guide to just results the great t/ansi 
tions that are impending. 
We have the 
post of honor in the onward march of .he 
world. 
To hold it Involves responsibility 
and duty; to abandon it, shame and bu 
initiation. 
We cannot recede; we must go forward. 
We have the strength of a giant and the 
opportunity of the centuries. 
The great 
duty of the hour is to show that we *r* 
wnrfhv of both.

The following article from the pen 
of T. J. Duffy, national secretary of 
the National Brotherhood of Opera­ 
tive Potters, appeared in the Ameri­ 
can Federationist of a recent date un­ 
der the caption, “Trade Union Educa­ 
tion.” 
Mr. Duffy is a resident of this city 
and the 
article- will be read with 
interest by many people. It is as fol­ 
lows : 
Although I have never before 
ap­ 
peared in your columns as an advo­ 
cate of organized labor, still I have 
noted with pleasure the rapid and 
substantial progress 
of 
the 
labor 
movement in the past few years. But, 
notwithstanding this 
wonderful 
im­ 
provement in labor’s ranks, I cannot 
help but observe that there is still a 
multitude of oppressed workers who 
are not affiliated with organized labor, 
and who, instead of listening to the 
voice of those who have consecrated 
their lives and ability to labor’s cause, 
listen to the subtle palaver of their 
cunning oppressors, and like beings 
bereft of the faculty of thought and 
sight they heed not the admonitions 
of organized labor, nor profit by the 
terrible examples of disorganization 
among the 
working classes, 
which 
are 
daily laid before them. 
If we 
will but stop to think, perhaps we will 
conclude that these misguided “sub­ 
jects” are entitled to more pity than 
censure. 
They have no principle; then how 
can they show principle? 
They feel 
not the wrongs to which they are 
subject, because they do not realize 
that they are justly entitled to a fair 
and honest living in 
this world, but 
think that they must subsist on the 
charity of their employers. 
These 
conditions plainly demonstrate the ne­ 
cessity of education among the disor­ 
ganized element of labor and bespeak 
the wisdom of the American Federa­ 
tion of Labor In sending her organiz­ 
ers throughout the country to preach 
and educate the people up to trade 
unionism. 
This agitation and educa­ 
tion by able men should be made 
a 
constant and permanent thing, as it 
is the best means available to infuse 
principle into those who lack 
this 
grandest trait of man. 
Education on these lines 
Is 
not 
alone necessary for those on the out­ 
side, but those within the ranks of 
labor aa* well; for many who profess 
to believe in trade unionism 
do not 
practice its principles. 
They 
allow 
their selfish individuality to govern 
their actions, and instead of submit­ 
ting to the will of the 
majority 
in 
judging what measures are for the 
best interest of their trade, they will, 
if the 
measure does not suit 
their 
whims, use their best efforts to ere* 
eate dissension among their brother 
tradesmen, perhaps for nothing more 
than personal, selfish reasons. 
Such 


men are the greatest enemies of la­ 
bor’s cause, for they use their cursed 
influence to destroy the 
first 
and 
vest vital tenet of organized labor­ 
ingly itself. 
Hence we see the necessity of con­ 
tinuing 
this 
educational campaign, 
which not only develops the faculties 
of 
the brain, but teaches men their 
duty to one another, increases their 
self-respect, arouses their sense 
of 
justice, and tends to the realization of 
“that most exalted phase in human­ 
ity’s sweetest dream—the uplifting of 
mankind.”

sold under the ham m er, but. Instead, the 
fa rm e r has aba red in the unusual 
pros­ 
perity, und w ith the good prices com m anded 
by his p ro du cts he has paid off more m o rt­ 
gages th an were ever before cancelled in 
the sam e length of time. 
T h e railroads 
can not get cars enough to handle the corn, 
the w heat aud o th e r agricu ltu ral products 
th at a re h u n tin g m arkets in this aud oth er 
lands.

The 
tim e had come fur S paiu to quit the West­ 
ern H em isphere, and P o rto Rico naturally 
fell to us as a provision of the treaty of 
peace.

sufficient revenues to support

ernment. 
It is dso true that while the people of 
every other territory are required to pny 
Internal revenue taxes, the sam e as tho 
people of the United States, the people of 
porto Rico have been exem pted {rom that 
burden. 
All these provisions are unpre­ 
cedented In th** history of our legislation, 
and all these exceptions to the rule that 
bas heretofore prevailed In legislating for 
terrifies have been made that we might 
generously relieve the people of Porto Rico 
in the hour of their weakness, their pov­ 
erty and their despair, from the burdens of 
directly ta\itig their own property for the 
support of their government, and at the 
Mine time give them a system of revenue 
that would enable them to meet the e x ­ 
penses that must be Incurred. 
Already srood results nrp everyw here mnn-

Where we found want, idleness, pov­ 
erty and destitution, business

people are beginning to command money, 
credit aud food.

Davidson 
made a motion th at the case be dis­ 
missed on the ground th at the prosecu­ 
tion had not m ade a case.
